LEXINGTON, Ky., Fee %.—Prof. Harri- 
son Garman, president of the American 
Heonomic Entomologist Association, and 
the entomologist and botanist of the Ken- 
tucky experimental] station, has discovered 
a new beetle. He has named it the “black 
banded cask beetle.’’ 

He is an authority on beetles, and in 
looking up its genealogy finds it belongs to 
the numberous ‘“‘Scolytedae’”’ family. He 
would probably have given it some family 
name had it not been such a jaw breaker. 

One of the many things that Prof. Gar- 
man has discovered about this little insect 
is that it has been one of the most power- 
ful allies of the W. C. T. U., for its chief 
object in life had been to destroy all the 
beer and whisky it could. It does not con- 
sume the liquor, und therefore cannot be 
called an inebriate, although it makes its 
home in the tops of beer kegs and in the 
tops of whisky and vinegar barrels. It was 
because it had destroyed so much beer for 
the Lexington Brewing Co. that it was 
discovered, and now the scientists are plan- 
ning a way to kill it before it can get in 
its destructive work. The millions of dol- 
lars it has lost for the brewers and dis- 
tillers cannot be estimated. 

For a number of years the brewers and 
distillers of this state have been troubled 
by beer spoiling in the keg and whisky 
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and vinegar leaking from the barrels. They 
were under the impression that their chem- 
ists were at fault and experts from a dis- 
tance were called into service. The beers 
were carefully analyzed and tested and 
pronounced all right. They were said to 
contain nothing that would cause them to 
spoil, so that the liquor men were at their 
wits’ end to find out the cause of the de- 
struction of their products. 

A few months ago a cooper employed by 
the Lexington Brewing Co. set to work to 
find out why. The chemists had failed, 
but he was not dismayed, and determined 
to try his hand. The material out of which 
the kegs were made was carefully exam- 
ined and no defect in them could be found. 
It was just about the time that this cooper 
was ready to give up and despair of find- 
ing the cause of the trouble when the 
thought struck him that he had better ex- 
amine the tops of the beer kegs. He did 
so, and discovered a tiny furrow, about as 
big as a pin, penetrating a stave, out of 
which a part of the top of a beer keg 
weuld have been made. He then split the 
stave, so as to open the furrow, and, em- 
bedded in it was a tiny insect about one- 
sixteenth of an inch in length and in diam- 
eter about the size of an ordinary pin. 


Its Furrows Always Black. 

It was then that Prof. Garman was noti- 
filed and took charge of the case. Since 
that time many other such insécts have 
been found in the staves out of which the 
tops of the beer kegs would have been 
made, so that Prof. Garman has a collec- 
tion of them. It is his intention to mount

{CORPORATIONS IN 


TEXAS MAY PAY 
TAKES ON “WATER 


| Williams Bill Calls for an Assess- 
ment on Corporations Which 
Shall Be Based on the Market 
Value of Their Securities, 


INTANGIBLE ASSETS TO 
HELP INCREASE REVENUE 


Many Companies Now Contribute 
to the State on a Small! Propor- 
tion of What Their Securities 
Are Selling For. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 25,—One of the most 
important bills now pending. before the 
Legislature is what is known as the Wil- 
liams ‘Intangible’ tax bill. It is being 
most persistently ,ought by corporate in- 
fluences who claim that its passage means 
practical ruin for many of the corporations 
now doing business in the state. 

The bill is a voluminous one and is said 
to cover points in taxation whicheare en- 
tirely new and which will place the large 
corporations on the same tax basis that 
the small taxpayer is. 

The provisions of the bill, as “explained 
by one who studied them carefully, stripped 
ofits legal verbiage, are that all cor- 
porations shall pay a tax upon all of its 
property values as at present and in ad- 
dition shall pay taxes on a valuation on 
such of its assets as are not of a tangible 
nature. : 

In other words, it will necessitate the 
corporations paying a tax on the “water’’ 
in their capitalization. The commission 
which is to be created by one of the sec- 
tions of the bill shall call for a statement 
of .the real and personal value of their 
properties from the corporations and also 
requires the commission to find the mar- 
ket value of their stocks and bonds, 4e- 
ducting the value of the property from 
that figure and turning in the balance as 
intangible assets to the assessor as a ba- 
sis for the intangible tax. 

The bill, as proposed, would, if passed, 
prove a serious blow to the,large corpora- 
tions and would be the source of a heavy 
revenue to the state. 

In the case of the Texas & Paétfic Rail- ’ 
-road the outstanding bonds end _ = stock 
which ts apportioned to its Texas lines 
amount to $60,000,000. The amount of mile- 
age, in Texas is 1100 and the market value 
of the stocks and bonds apportioned to the 
Texas, hines.is close to $30,000,000. The com- 


tion of about $10,500 per mile. Under the 
Williams .bill it would be compelled to 
ray on a basis of nearly $40,000 a mile. 

In an argument submitted to the Legis- 
lature, Judge T. J. Freeman, general at- 
torney for the Texas & Pacific, practically 
‘‘water’ in the securities of 
his road. He states that until two years 
ago the road was able to earn but the in- 
terest on its 5 per cent bonds, though it 
has since that time paid six months’ in- 
terest on its second mortgage bonds and 
has given notes,for the payment of an- 
other six months’ interest on the same se- 
curtties. 

According to his figures, the road has 
been able to earn net only about 56 per 
cent on a valuation of $17,000 per, mile, 
though the securities have a market value 
of close to $45,000 a mile.

hd@d received. Cahill, it seems, a witness 


testified, when Eddie Mack ' started home 
crying and threatening to ‘“‘tell his’ brother,” 


ee ba another fight, and remarked to an- 
other boy that he would “‘cut Mack's heart 
out” if he bothered him. . Then he “waited 
for his antagonist. 

The boys were about evenly .matched in 
strength, as both were the same age, and 
the battle waged with no) particular ‘ad- 
vantage to either side until Cahill sudden- 


|ly drew a knife and struck with it. Mack 


gave @ groan, stopped fighting and started

He had been stabbed in the heart by his 
antagonist. Word was quickly sent to “his 
home, a short distance awey, and his: body 
was taken there. 

Cahill did not realize that he had killed 
his playmate and, boy-like, ~wes . feeling 
flushed with the thought of having beaten 
his enemy in an encounter when the police 
called for him, Not until he was behind 
the bars at the police station did he. break 
down and change from pride to fear and 
repentance. 

When told that Wilfe Mack was dead 
and that he had killed the boy, he*wapt 
pand said that he had not intended ‘to kill 
him. The position of the boy prisoner was 
trying. No one called to see him-that day 
and all the comfort andi reassurance’: he 
received came from the police matron who 
head charge of him. When asked about 
his family the boy aid: . 

“My father’s. dead and my mother don’t 
have anything to do with me. She threw 
me out when I was 17.months old and I 
have never seen her but a few times. I 
live with my aunt, Mrs. Nannie 6chool- 
craft; and she has beéh real good to me, 
but she has to work out for her living and 
don’t have much time to look after me.

When Mrs. Estelle Wooerhelde, wife of 
William F. Woerheide, traveling salesman 
for Burt & Co., dealers in roofing material, 
left her home, 5227 Morgan street, Saturday 
night about 8:30 o’clock, accompanied by 
her mother, Mrs. E. Barsadoux, and her 
niece, Miss A. Wilms, and went to take an 
east-bound car at the corner of Clarendon 
and Delmar avenues, a negro followed 
them. 

He had come out of the shadows of a 
vacant lot on Olarendon avenue, and the 
three women had noticed another man ap- 
pear at the same time, but this second 
man did not follow them to tthe corner. 
When they reached the southeast corner 
of Clarendon and Delmar, the women 
stopped to await the coming of a car. The 
negro stopped also and stood directly be- 
hind the party. 

Mrs. Woerheide was bound for the Union 
Station to take a train for Memphis, Tenn., 
where she was to meet her husband. She 
carried in her hand a pocket-book con- 
taining her railroad ticket and $5 in cash. 

The three stood talking on the corner. 
Suddenly the negro came around to the 
front of the group, made a quick dash 
for Mrs. Woerheide, wrenched the pocket- 
book from her hand, and ran rapidly across 
the street to the northwest corner. From 
there he ran south on Clarendon avenue 
and disappeared in a vacant lot. The 
three ladies, badly frightened, screamed 
as the robbery was committed. 

Attorney Fred_§. Hall, who lives at 5200 
Morgan street, was coming south on Clar- 
endon avenue and had just reached the 
cecrner of Delmar. He saw the negro in 
full. flight and heard the screams of the 
ladies. At once he gave chase to the 
negro, but the latter was swifter of foot 
and suc- 
Then Attorney Hall

Mrs. Woerheide, frightened but still in-

I am a believer in the Million Club 
and in united action on the part of the 
people of St. Louis to do things. I be- 
lieve, in time, we can make St. Louis 
one of the greatest cities in the world. 
The resources of our territory which 
contribute to the welfare of St. Louis;

These things are not separated from 
each other, but they all depend upon 
each other, and one of the purposes can- 
not be accompligied without'helping the 
others. The terminals of the city are 
better this year than they were last 
year, and they are being improved this 
year also. 

We know that the terminals of New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Pittsburg are 
very unsatisfactory to the shippers there, 
and that they are complaining that they 
are losing «trade Sareea” the delays, 
but in that we are a little better off-is 
no reason why we a be ee 1 eg 

The whole situation is susceptible of 
improvement, and I believe the shippers 
and railways both would take kindly to 
the suggestion of the Post-Dispatch, 
made last year, of a Terminal Commis- 
sion. Such a commission, composed of 
shippers and railway men in whose 
sagacity and unselfishgess the commun- 
ity haa confidence, c@uld work’ out a 
comprehensive plan of terminals, and 
could secure the agreements from rail- 
ways and the St. Louis legislation need- 
ed to carry these plans into, effect. 
Improvement of terminals of course 
would greatly better the manufactur- 
ing situation and help the jobbers, too, 
in widening their territory. 

The city fs going to surprise the country 
in these two respects this year. Since 1900, 
when the census declared it to be the 
fourth city in value of manufacturing out- 
ut, St. Louis has added 300 facto ‘c7 to its 
ist, deducting those which have lef’ in 
the ordinary process of site-changins, which 
affects every large city where tnree .:€ 
factories. In the last two years the sity 
ained net more than twenty million dol- 
ars of manufacturing capital. The jobbing 
trade will certainly gain about 10 per cent 
in value over that of last year. 

The public and private improvement of 
the city must go on with the business to 
make the pulation increase. The thing 
nearest at hand that must be done here is 
to authorize the proposed issue of city 
bonds. If that bond issue fails, every- 
body in town is going to feel it harmfully. 
The professional man will feel it in his 
Income, the galaried man in his pay and 
the workingman in hie wages. I think 
evérybody ought to stop and think about 
this a little as a thing that comes very 
near him. Nearly all of this nine million 
dollars wil be spent for labor and material. 
All the building tradesmen will be kept 
busy for several years, and there will be 
no cessation of building activity. Other 
building will be stimulated. Every line of 
business, and there are many, as everyone 
knows, that depends upon building, will 
flourish. 

In a werd, if the bond issue carries, $9,- 
000,000 will be distributed through the busi- 
ness avenues of the city, beginning with 
the workingmen as the first spenders, The 
city’s public buildings will be brought up 
to the standard of those of other citles, 
and St. Louls will be complimented sound! 
im a place where it is now rightly oondured. 
To help St. Louls we must do the good 
thing that is right before us, and * must 
take the benefit we may get, by choosing 
to have it. At this time the success of the 
bond issue is the most important thing be- 
fore the citizen of St. Louis who wants to 
have it grow to a million population.

Suicide, 


HAD GROWN MELANCHOLY 


Ate Lunch With Family Saturday 
and Then Went to the Attic 


? and Committed the Deed. 


The parents of Miss Marie Hendrich, 
daughter of Frederick Hendrich of 2805 
Lafayette avenue, who ended her life by 
hanging herself in the attic of her fath- 
er’s home at 2:30 Saturday afternoon, as 
told in the late editions of the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday, can assign no reason for 
the deed, unless it be that the daughter's 
ill-health affected her mind and made her 
want to die. 

Although Miss Hendrich had been ill and 
melancholy for some time, she never guve 
any member of the family any intimation 
of her intention to take her life, and when 
the family sat down for luncheon Satur- 
day she was one of the number. . 

A clothesline was taken to the attic of the 
house and fastened to a rafter that over- 
hangs the stairway shaft, about six feet 
above the floor. With the noose about her 
neck Miss Hendrich stepped from one of 
the top steps and was found hanging not 
long afterwards by her mother and father

Life was extinct when the body was 
found and Mr. Hendrich carried the daugn- 
ter’s body to the second floor, telephoning 
Dr. W. H. Fuchs of 2830 Lafayette avenue, 
who said that Miss Hendrich had evidently 
been dead only a short while. 

The parents requested: that the body be 
left at the home and Dr. Fuchs notified the 
coroner of this desire. 

W. 8. Gregory, an undertaker at 2714 La- 
fayette avenue, was notified, and as soon as 
the coroner’s inguest is held will take 
charge of the funeral arrangements. 

Frederick Hendrich is a retired lumber 
merthant and is said to own banking and 
other interests in Washington, Mo., whence 
it is said the family was preparing to move 
in the near future. 

Mr. Hendrich told Officer Kaiser of the 
Fifth district. who was called by Dr. 
Fuch, that his daughter did not receive 
any letters or callers Saturday and that 
the family knew of on reason for the act. 

Mies Hendrich was #4 years old and sin- 
gie. She was not very well-known in the 
neighborhood, being of a retiring disposi- 
tion and spending the greater part of her 
time at home.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. %.—Thirteen 
men are under the shadow of the gallows 
within the borders of Kentucky. Some of 
them have exhausted every chance for lhife 
and are calmly awaiting the execution day, 
which has already been fixed, while oth- 
ers are yet struggling with fate in at- 
tempts to escape the extreme penalty of 
death. Five of the number who juries 
have said are guilty of murder and must 
pay the penalty with their lives are in- 
carcerated in the Jefferson County jail, 
while the remaining ones are scattered 
over the state. 

Those in the Jefferson County prison 
are: Caleb Powers, convicted of complici- 
ty in the murder of Gov. William Goebel; 
his case has been remanded for a new 
trial; William Van Dalsen, convicted of 
the murder of Fannie Porter, his mistress, 
case pending for action by the Court of 
Appeals; Georze Warner, murderer of Pu- 
laski Leeds. conviction affirmed; Jacob 
Bishoff, for the brutal murder of his wife, 
case pending in Circult Court of Appeals; 
James Thomas and Edward Brown, ne- 
groves, convicted of wife murder. 

John and Ed Taylor and James Smith, 
negroes, convicted of the murder of a 
white man, are awaiting execution in the 
Fayette County jail at Lexington; Tom 
White, convicted murderer of Thomas 
Marcum, is awaiting execution in the Cov- 
ington jail; Roy Green and James Coomes, 
negroes, are under sentence of- death in 
the Owensboro jail, Green for killing a 
white man and Coomes for the murder of 
his wife, and four negroes are in the Hop- 
kins County jail awaiting execution for the 
murder of an unknown white man a year 
ago. Three of these have their cases 
pending before the Court of Ap eals. while 
George Holland’s case was affirmed and 
he is to hang July 6. 

This is said to be the largest number of 
men ever under sentence of death at one 
time in this state. In addition the number 
of legal hangings in recent months has 
been far above the average in Kentucky.

For weeks there was no ether in the 
hospital. Fortunately during that period 
no emergency surgical case came to the 
institution. ‘The small hospital at Colon 
was in similar straits at the time. An 
employe of the Panama railroad was taken 
there with a crushed foot; it was neces- 
sary to amputate it. An army surgeon 
who received a salary of $5000 per year 
performed the operations, using commercial 
ether as the anaesthetic. Five days later 
the man died from pneumonia. 

Any one who studies, even superficially, 
the condition of Panama and Colon realizes 
that only a kind Providence has preserved 
the Isthmus from a deadly epidemic. 


Conditions Are Nauseating. 


The streets are filthy, the “sanitary’’ 
conditions are nauseating; to one from the 
North the climate is enervating and de- 
moralizing. The days are hot, with the 
mercury varying between 90 and 92 de- 
grees—government circulars fix it at $6 
degrees—and the humidity is so great that 
rust and mildew form on everything. 

Truly, Panama City deserves its title, 
“The Garbage Spot of the Eartlh.’’ Yet 
Minister Barrett has written that “the 
worst spot in Panama is better, hygien- 
ically, than the slums in the average 
American city.’’ 

Lazily turning over the city or sitting on 
the roofs at any hour of the day can be 
seen the fat-fed buzzards, dark harbingers 
of death and decay. Americans now call 
the buzzards ‘‘The Sanitary Engineers.”’ 
The Panamanians so appreciate their use- 
fulness that to kill one means an instant 
fine of $100. 

As Minister Barrett reclines on his shady 
veranda he can look across the street at a 
row of shanties where people live in two 
rooms, while dogs, cats, parrots, monkeys 
and children scramble and roll on the floor 
among bananas, green cocoanuts, charcoal 
and cane sugar. Such in Panama is a fruit 
store. Over all drifts the ever-present dust. 

As Chief Engineer Wallace sits in his 
18 by 15-foot roof garden, which affords 
little pleasure, but compares strikingly with 


he can look down into an ingane asylum, 
which for its loathsomeness equals a pris- 
on of the dark ages. 

The cries of the emaciated and raving 
men and women can be heard for blocks 
and the odor of the charnel house pervades 
the neighborhood. The fumigation brigade, 
in its mosquito hunt, has not yet arrived 
at—or in—the asylum. 


Low Fevers Abound. 

If an American escapes the yellow fever 
he may go to bed feeling indisposed and 
awake with his temperature between 100 
and 104 degrees and nearly helpless from 
malaria or some other low fever. 

It is safe to prophesy that no more than 


half the present employes will remain on 
the isthmus after the cold weather ends 
in the North. Heads of departments are 
using every means, except to raise salaries, 
to hold their employes here. 

‘We do not intend to send men back to 
the states. Our purpose is not to allow 
them to leave the isthmus if we can help,’’ 
declared Chief Engineer: Wallace this week. 

Some have offered their resignations. 
which have either been refused or accept- 
ed with indorsements “For cause."" The 
two words mean that the man cannot claim 
he honorably left the commission's service. 
In few cases is this deserved, for men that 
are not competent are seldom given op- 
portunity to resign. The words “for cause” 
might ruin the career of a young engineer 
and surveyor. 

To those who resign and who wish to 
return to the states are refused the reduced 
railroad and steamship rates to which 
every employe of the commission is en- 
titled. 

For the man who leaves his position with 
the commission there is little hope of other 
employment on the isthmus. The commis-

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. %.—interviews 
with many of the best citizens of Columbia, 
the home of Senator Walker, on the ad- 
visability of repealing the gambling clause 
in the Missouri breeders’ law, revealed a 
State of opinion so unanimous as to be 
astonishing. Out of this number only two, 
who declined to give their names, were op- 
opsed to repealing the law. A large ma- 
jority of those interviewed did not hesi- 
tate to express opinions. 

Dr. P. H. Murry, for a number of years 
one of the most successful livestock breed- 
ers in Boone County, said: 

“T am in favor of repealing the law, not 
only on account of the demoralizing influ- 
ence which licensed gambling has upon the 
general public, but because I see no reason 
why it should in any way affect the at. 
tendance at county fairs and all places

Without 
going into the matter any further, I will 
say that I am, as a minister, heartily in 
favor of any measure against legalizing 
gambling.”’ 

Tom Hall, a Columbia saloon keeper, said, 
when. questioned about the subject: “I 
know enough about the racing business to 
feel safe in saying that it is one of the 
most demoralizing elements in public and 
private life, and I heartily oppose any 
measure that makes legal the losses sus- 
tained by ignorant country and town boys. 
who go to the cities with Mhé foolish notion 
that they know something about horses, 
and come back with empty pockets and 
nothing but a little costly experience in re- 
tury for what they have earned by the 
sweat of their brows. It is not only this 
class that I speak of, but the so-called ‘so- 
ciety people’ that suffer. The well-to-do 


in the city are often just as ignorant as 
the farm boys and lose large sums.’

Only a favored few are invited into <his 
game, which is confined practically « ‘tne 
lawmakers. 

Nelson's assistant in the game is a mai 
known to the players as ‘Jack.’ W len 
Nelson isn't around, Jack takes the “rake- 
off,’’ \hich ‘s 2) cenis on every pot. In 
the course of a night the total rakeoff for 
the racetrack employe is often $20 or $25 

Among the patrons of the game are sen- 

ators whose votes are needed badly on the 
breeders juw. 
* A cuse in point furnishes an interesting 
illustration of how the game works to the 
advantage of the racetrack gamblers, A 
senator from a remote southeast Missouri 
county lost considerable money at Nelson’s 
poker table one night, but sent home for 
more. Then he won a little. 


Stranger in the Game. 
Suddenly a new man appeared on the 
scene, a St. Louis gambler, who was once 
a metober of tue state Senate and owns, or 


did own, several thousand dollars worth of 

Stock in a St. Louis racetrack. The unso- 
phisticated senator played against’ the St. 
Louis gambler and lost—lost until he hadn't 
another dollar to put up. The next day 
Nelson's St. Louis colleague disappeared. 

It was only a short time aterwards that 
the senator who played in such hard luck 
received an introduction at Jefferson City 
to Capt. A. Tiles, president of the Fair 
Grounds Racing Asscciation. 

People who come to Jefferson City are 
astonished that rigkt in the shadow of 
the capitol building, where the lawmakers 
are considerin legislation to suppress 
a gesting evil, one of the worst forms of 
gambling is conducted, and that under the 
auspices of a senator, who is employed by 
the very interests which seek to defeat the

NOVEL TRACK. FOR 
INDOOR CLASICS 


Athletic Director Delaney Will 
Build One Banked Only 
at Corners. 


Work will be started this week upon the 
new track to be constructed in the Jai Alai 
building for the indoor track and field meet 
to be given March 18 under the auspices of 
the St. Louis University Athletic Assoct- 
ation. 

Martin Delaney, athletic director at the 
university, who is managing the meet, will 
introduce an innovation to St. Louis by 
building a track banked only at the corners 
instead of entirely around the curves, as is 
the case with all other indoor tracks in the 
city. The track will be a duplicate of the 
one in Mechanics’ Pavilion, Boston, where 
most of the enstern indoor records have 
been made. 

The advantage of this track, as explained 
by Delaney, seems highly plausible. In the 
eleven-lap track which he intends to con- 
Struct, there will be a short straightaway 
of three or four yards at each end of the 
oval The runners will take the banked 
corners at an angle and then be able to 
straighten out and balance for the next 
corner. 

“The old style saucer-shaped track is all 
right for bicycle riders,’’ said Delaney, 
“but it is not the proper thing for runners. 
The cyclists are able to go at top speed at 
an angle when rounding the full banked 
curve, but a runner can not maintain that 
angie without slowing down or slipping. 
On my new track the runner will be able 
to stick close to his opponent's shoulder and 
even pass him without running several 
extra yards."’ 

Other arrangements for the meet are 
roareene nicely and Delaney expects to 
make the local indoor classic this year the 
most® successful of the verles. With the 
entries already secured and those in pros- 
pect, the meet will partake of more than 
the usual class.

The foregoing would briefly express a!

It was a great carnival of biff. Every 
type ef boxes known to science showed 
in the course of the evening, and a few 
new ones appeared, modestly ask'ng to be 
classified.

Bills are pending in the House and Sen- 
ate providing for the abolishment of the 
per diem or car rental charge. Senator 
Gardner is drafting a bill regulating the 
handling of cars on the St. Louis termi- 
nals, 

Senator Buchanan thinks that the demur- 
rage charge should work both ways. De- 
murrage means extra tariff charged ship- 
pers for failing to remove their freight 
within 48 hours after it has arrived at its 
destination. 

Senator Buchanan thinks that if the rail- 
roads have a right to make this charge, 
shippers should be reimbursed for delays. 

It is also proposed to eliminate the $2 
reconsignment charge, and the state will 
endeavor to limit switching charges to $1 
per car, and where two or more roads 
handle the car the switching fee shall not 
be more than $3. 

Grain shippers took up the entire after- 
noon of the joint committee. The Terminal 
company was severely criticised by all of 
them. A. Mueller, who has an elevator on 
Theresa avenue and offices in the Gay 
building, said that the Terminal] did not 
have one-tenth the facilities it necded for 
handling its own business. 


Tells of Court Fight. 

“IT sam now fighting the Terminal and 
Wabash in the courts for delays that 
cost me hundreds of dollars,” said Mr. 
Mueller. “One case now pending in the 
courts is the result of the Wabash or 
Terminal holding up a shipment of mine 
4) days. The cars were loaded with grain 
and remained most of the time within 
three or four blocks of the elevator to 
which they were consigned.. I had to pay 
insurance and other charges on the grain 
while it was delayed. Neither the Terminal 
nor the Wabash ever gave me a satisfac- 
tory explanation for the delay. I intend 
to force them to explain in the courts. 

“The Terminal is lacking in yard room 
and wants to gét the ground from the city 
for nothing, on which to construct its 
yardage.” 

Mr. Mueller cited the case of two ele- 
vators in North St. Louis to and from 
which grain shippers were taxed $1.50 per 
car switching charges by the Terminal. 
This charge was absorbed in the rate be- 
fore the Terminal secured control of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., 60 Mr. MuelWer gaid. 
Dan P. Byrne another grain shipper, 
made J. L. Penny, commercial agent of 
the Terminal, admit that the St. Louis Ter- 
minal Raftiroad Association and the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation charged separately for switching 


cars. 
Mr. Penny told the committee that the 
Terminal had a flat switching rate of $2 
per car to any part of ita St. Louis system. 
Mr. Byrne contradicted this and said that 
the Terminal charged him $4 for switching 
gome cars. Mr. Penny then admitted that 
the St. Louis Terminal and the Merchants’ 
Terminal each charged $2 per car when the 
car touched the tracks of both companies. 
Mr. Byrne thought that the Terminal 
ought to move a car to any part of its 
system in three days. Mr. Mueller thought 
that the company could be made to handle 
cars in 48 hours. 

Cc. L. Aeckert, manager of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., coula not teli whether the 
company paid the Terminal anything fur 
the privilege of pipin 


ard Oil Co. did not compete in St. Leuls 
with the Waters-Pierce company. A com- 
netitor of his company had gone out of 
business at Jefferson City, not because he 


was “forced’’ to, but because he could not 
stand the competition. 

J. W. Van Cleve, after telling of some 
of his experiences, expressed the fervent 
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convieticn that only neaven could solve the 
problem. 

Gustay Boehmer testified that the Termi- 
nal's charge for hauling a car of cval across 
the bridge and switching it was $12, just 
twice aS much as the charge for hauling 
and switching a ear of grain. For a 
to his yard in Wellston, which is beyon 
the Terminal yards, he had to pay $12 more. 

The cars were delivered in Bast St. Louis 
for transfer to St. Louis Feb. ll. He got 
one car 13 days later; he has not yet got 
the other car. 

L. K. Robbins of the St. Louis Well 
Drilling Co. said he spoke for 61 firms and 
companies in his line of business, most of 
whom were afraid to testify because they 
were sure to be made victims of the rail- 
road companies through discrimination. 


Grain Men Tell of Delay. 


Grain shippers ail told of encountering 
mumerous delays in having their freight 


handled. W. F. Farley, a shipper, with 
Offices in the Gay building, said that it 
frequently took him frem to 40 days to 
get cars across the river within the past 
six months. 

J. F. Vincent, another grain man, told 
the committee that no charge for recon- 
Signment was made when the railroads 
were given a forwarding order prier to the 
arrival of the grain at its destination. 

“This is practically impossible,’’ he 
Said, “for the shippers must have time to 
Se the grain inspected before it can be 
isposed of and then reconsigned.’’ 

Mr. Vincent told the committee of having 
his grain held up 16 days in the Bremen 
yards. He also informed the committee 
that several days ago he ordered 11 cars 
of grain to be delivered from the C., PF. 
and St. L. to the Southern. After the 
Terminal had received the 11 cars on one of 
its spurs, Mr. Vincent asked to have the 
shipment changed from the Gouthern to 
the Union elevator, whereupon he was no- 
tified that it would cost him $4.20 per car 
extra. It was explained that $2 of this 
amount was the reconsi ent charge, 
$1 represented the car rental fee and $1.20 
the per diem charge. 

Mr. Vincent said that this was ‘too much 
for him, and he owed let the ll cars go 
to the Southern tracks. 

Mr. Vincent said that delays in shipment 
on the Terminal of eight and ten days 
were frequent. He recently experienced a 
ge of 2% days on a car consigned from 
t Rock Island to the Big Four on the 
east side. E. T. Young, another grain man, 
said that he had consigned a car from 
the Burlington to the isco on Feb. 18. 
The Burlington delivered the car to the 
Terminal the next day, but the Frisco has 
ngt received it up to date. 

Nearly all the grain men said that Bt. 
Louts was suffering from the rate war now 
on between the seaboard and If lines. It 
costs less to ship grain from Omaha to the 
Atlantic seaboard or gulf ports than it 
does to ship it South or East from this 
point. As the result of this condition and 
the additional reconsignment charge levied 
herc, St. Louis has lost most of her grain 
export trade. Nashville, Cairo and Louls- 
ville all show a large increase in their 
grain receipis. The grain men state that 
their gain has been St. Louis’ loss. None 
of the grain men ever heard of the recon- 
signment charge being placed on grain 
shipped into Chicago or Milwaukee.

DASHED ACID 
N HOWE'S FACE 


Chairman of Republican City Com- 
mittee Severly Burned by 
Woman's Assault. 


Jeptha D. Howe, chairman of the Re- 
pubiican city central committee, is at his 
home, 5026 Minerva avenue, with severe 
burns on the-face and in danger to his 
eyesight from carbolic acid which was 
thrown in his face by a young woman 
Friday evening at 6 o'clock. 

The acid-throwing took place at Mr. 
Howe's office in the Commercial building 
and was the climax to an _interview 
which had been carried on in an undertone 
between Mr. Howe and his former stenog- 
rapher. 

The young woman who js known only as 
Miss Mayme, went wp ‘to the- third floor 
in the elevator and passed immediately 
to the offices occupied by Mr. Howe and 
his brother, Alphonso. Passing through 
the reception room, in which was Mr. 
Howe's present stenographer, she entered 
Jephtha D. Howe's private office, partially 
clesing the door after her. 

Alphonso Howe and the stenographer 
could not hear what was said in the private 
office, as the conversation was in an under- 
tone. 

A few minutes after Miss Mayme had en- 
tered the office they heard a cry of pain 
from Mr. Howe and the woman rushed 


from the room and down the stairway. 
Aiphonso Howe rushed into the office. 
The fumes of carbolic acid and his broth- 
6r’s condition indicated what had taken 
place. He immediately took his brother 
to the office of Dr. O. Suggett, in room 
4244 on the floor above. 

The doctor found on examination that a 
film had formed on Mr. Howe's right eye 
and applied alcohol to counteract the ef- 
fect of the acid. He then called Dr. Post 
of Twenty-seventh and Locust streets, an 
oculist, and placed Mr. Howe under his 
care. 

Mr. Howe was taken to his home. When 
asked regarding the young woman's mo- 
tive for throwing the acid, Mr. Howe said: 
“After talking with my friends regard- 
ing the matter I deem it best not to say 
anything regarding it. Any man who at- 
tains any prominence, politicaily or other- 
wise, is liable to assauits, and I had no 
way to defend myself when this took 
place."’ 

The father of one of Mr. Howe's former 
stenographers, whose given hame is 
“Mayme,” said Saturday night that after 
a careful investigation he knew his daugh- 
ter was not connected with the acid 
throwing.

VISITORS MADE WELCOME. 


Manager W. J. Warner is always 
ready to show visitors through the 
hotel! and bath house, and before in- 
dulgisg in the luxurious baths such a 
trip is well worth one’s while. 

The first feature that attracts the 
visitor's attention on entering the 
Belcher is the air of elegance and com- 
fort. One walks on noiseless carpets 
covering hardwood floors in the office, 
and after registering may go into the 
lounging and smoking room, waere 
large cnairs and settees upholstered 
in leather invite rest. 

Past the lounging room the visitor 
enters the dressing room, in which are 
55 private dressing rooms and lockers 
for the bathers. Here one begins to 
notice the first steps toward the Turk- 
ish baths. All the fittings ‘are hard- 
wood and marble and all show perfect 
cleanliness, which is, in fact, the key- 
note of the entire institution. 

From the dressing room to the bath- 
ing room one is carried in an elevator 
and all in sight is white marble, pol-

Convenient to this room and 6n the 
upper floor are the hotel rooms, sev- 
entvy in number, which are fitted in 
the modern style of first-class hostel- 
ries. Each room is heated by a sep- 
arate steam radiator and perfectly 
ventilated, All rooms are uniform in 
size and face the outside. The floors 
are of hardwood, covered with hand- 
some rugs. The hotel guests have the 
privilege of using the swimming pool 
and shower baths without extra 
charge. At five convenient places 
about the building are to be found 
drinking fountains supplied with cold 
Belcher water, which is free to guests 
and visitors, It is a luxury to have 
pure mineral] water to drink and a 
mineral bath in which to take a 
plunge in the morning.

The time 
spent in the steam and dry rooms is 
the spell of rest for the attendant 
before more strenuous work. 

After these rooms, where he has 
been served to frequent drinks of 
Belcher water, he goes to the marble 
slab where the massage is given by a 
specialist in that line.

Then seeing a chance I grabbed him around 
the body and crosa-buttocked him good 
and hard. It nearly shook the wind out of 
him and it was me that got the cheers 
as we went to our coPnera, 

I nearly ended the fight in the third 
round and it would have been better for 
him if I had. It happened this way. We 
sparred around for a little while, mé anx- 
jous for another chance to get my hands 
gn him. He knew that he had no shew 
when it came to wrestling and was care- 
ful not to close. He was making pretty 
good play with his left for my face. After 
he had landed a few times I slipped one 
of those leads and drew back thinking I 
was going to close. Instead I brought my 
right over his arm as hard as I could and 
it landed full on his jaw.

Keekefeller’s fortune, including the increase yielded by his 
income during the intervening period, must répresent not 
less than $250,000,000. 

It is pretty well authenticated, however. that for the 
pest decade Mr. Rockefeller’s yearly income has been 
steadily rising from $30,000,000 at the beginning of the 
period to a point at least two-thirds greater than 
that at the present time, and that, during the 
preceding ten years, it grew from ten to thirty 
millions. Mr. Rockefeller and his family are modest in 
habit and expenditure. They are perhaps the most notable 
devotees of the simple life among our multi-millionatres. 

If we assume that two millions were expended every 
year in living and in charity it will be seen vhat the 
natural growth of this income without counting its com- 
pounding power through investments, must have added 
nearly $300,000,000 to the total. 

But this vast sum has not been allowed to accumulate in 
vaults and strong boxes. Practically every dollar of it has 
been invested where it has earned other dollars. Many of 
them, directed by the keen trading instinct of their owner, 
have multiplied themselves three-fold within the past 
dozen years. One of the advantages of aggregated wealth 
is that it enables its possessor in times of panic or de- 
pression to purchase valuable properties cheaply and by 
the simple proorss of holding them unti] better times to

% A NEW VERSION OF THE SCRIPTURES 


British Bible Society in Its Translation Puts 
Many Favorite Texts Into Unfamiliar 
Words. 


HE demand for new versions of the Scriptures ap- 
pears to be almost insatiable. At a time when 
one new version alone, “The Twentieth Century,” 

attained the enormous sale of 200,000 copies, yet another 
entirely new version has been completed, and prepara- 
tions are in progress for its publication on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 


The title of this new work “The Corrected English New 
Testament,” does not convey the full extent of the task 
which its editors have set themselves. They claim that 
the Scriptures now appear in the “King’s English” for the 
first time. 

But they claim also to have taken greater pains than 
their predecessors working on similar lines to produce a 
work that shall be not only everywhere intelligible and un- 
equivocal in meaning, but also in its literary form as at- 
tractive as possible to the mass of readers. 

The work is put forward in all reverence for theespirit 
of the Authorized Version, of which it ie a revision, but 
regard for the letter has nowhere deterred the’ translators 
from correcting admitted defects of that version as a true 
representation of the Greek original. 

The promoter and genera] editor of the work is Sam- 
uel Lloyd, a life governor of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and he is bringing out his version as an illustra- 
tion of what he considers should be done by the society

‘and any literary merit will, of course, have 
to be credited first to the original. But we have certainly 
studied euphony and while having always in mind the 
plain man and woman, we have endeavored never to be 
undignified. We hope we have produced a Testament which 
may be read in church without shocking the most devout 
worshiper, and without sending anyone to sleep—one which 
may be mystic without unnecessary mystification. 

“It is a curious fact that a great many of the texts ex- 
pressing popular pious feeling are instances of the inac- 
curacy of the Authorized Version. It has pained us to 
alter them, but truth is greater than sentiment, Every- 
body knows now that Agrippa did not say he was ‘almost 
persuaded,’ and that Felix did not ‘tremble,’ at all events 
not physically. 

“Againy it has not been pleasant to show people that in 
talking of ‘falling asleep in Jesus,’ they are not quoting 
the actual words of the New Testament. Again, how 
many thousands of persons have been misled by the time- 
honored expression, ‘the order of Melchisedec?’ But scholars 
are now agreed that there was no ‘order’ of priests in 
the modern sense. 

“To give some idea of the revision, the word ‘publican,’ 
which is misleading to the popular mind, becomes ‘collect- 

‘Lawyer’ is changed into ‘teacher of the law,’ and 
‘penny’ becomes ‘shilling,’ as being nearer the real value. 
A further idea may be gained from the sentence in the 
Authorized Version, ‘The effectual, fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.’ The Revised Version makes 
this, “The supplication of a righteous man availeth much 
in its working.’ In the Corrected English Version we say, 
‘Mighty in its working is the prayer of a righteous man.’

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“I have trained myself thoroughly in every phase ot 
bag-punching,” continued the challenging champion, “and 
s feel confident of winning against any man now in the 
field. And thvre are quite a lot of them, although here in 
the West we do not hear so much of them The New 
York sporting papers pay considerable attention to bag- 
punching contests and give the news of all importa:t 
meetings. The bag-punching championship has never been 
officially awarded. I claim it because I consider that I 
have won it, and I stand ready to defend the title against 
anyone who disputes my right to it. 

“There is much fancy work in bag-punching. Of course, 


the main feature is the straight-out exercise iteelf, stand- 
ing before the bag as before a boxing mate, striking it 
first with one and then with the other hand, catching it 
on the rebound with another blow, dodging when necessary, 
and delivering as many blows as possible within a given 
time. This is excellent training for quickness of eye, 
swiftness with the hands, activity of the feet and to im- 
prove the wind. The swinging baJl moves rapidly and 
it takes a nimble man to handle it right. 

“Of the fancy, or ‘trick’ points, there is the back-elbow 
strike, in which one uses the elbow instead of the fist in 
meeting the bag, and which calls for a sure judgment of

time and distance. Commoniy, this . back-elbow punch 
is used when one is working with two or more bags at 
the same time. Then there is the stooping punch, the 
bag being secured to a low rod just above the floor ne- 
cessitating a bending of the body downward in punching. 
This is a very trying exercise and is especially good for 
the muscles of the lower back. 

“An attractive and difficult bit of trick work, calling 
for great agility and quickness of eye, is triple bag- 
punching. In this exercise the two hands and the knees 
are used. One bag swings from an upright to the right 
of the puncher, about at the height of his shoulder. Another 
swings to his left, below the waist line. The third swings 
upward from the floor. The three bags must be kept in 
action simultaneously, the right and left hands and either 
knee being brought into service, and the blows must all be 
delivered rhythmically, in time to musie played by an 
orchestra. It takes a seasoned and skillful bag puncher 
to make a good score in this exercise, 

“Punching the bag while standing on a slack rope,” 
said Hartmann, “is one of the most difficult of all tricks 
in these contests. The slack rope is but a few inches 
from the floor, and the bag is about at the same height, 
relatively, as when one is doing straight-out bag-punch- 
ing. When it is remembered that the ordinary man wouid 
find it difficult to remain on the slack rope at all, 
the trying nature of this test can/be understood more fully. are 
The bag-puncher must deliver his blows, advance, retreat, 
dodge, recover and the like, withoug losing his balance on 
the slack rope, and this is an achievement possible only 
after long practice. 

“Aerial bag-punching consists in punching the bag while 
swinging by the teet head downward, from rings sus- 
pended from the ceiling.

Riding through the forest 
alone, suddenly he came upon a miserable peasant. The 
man’s coat was leather; his feet were bare, as was his 
head. On his back was a box. “What do you carry?” said 
the Prince, reining in his horse. “A coffin, sire.” “Of what 
did the man die?” asked the rider. “Of starvation, sire.” 
The Prince felt his cheeks grow red. In that moment he 
also saw a glint of fire in the peasant’s eye. He rememberai 
that the night before, while at the hunters’ banquet, a fierce 
face of one who looked savage as a demon was at his win- 
dow. 

Riding on to the hunt, he soon forgot the incident, 
though the peasants on his estate were starving. That 
night he was awakened by the roar of a mob; 3000 of his 
peasants, women and childgen, stood about his chateau. 
The men had seized the rails from the top of the fence and 
used them as battering rams against his doors, the women 
had sharpened sticks and pikes and carried lighted torches, 
the little children, starving and tottering on their legs, 
could lift the little stones at least that fell against his 
windows likeghail.

have been, of course, nothing but a temporary arrange- 
ment and rather in the nature of an experiment. The mat- 
er of temperature has been considered so that each ani- 
mal might be furnished with an artificial climate as nearly 
as possible similar to that part of the world from which 
he came. 

In the new and ‘permanent building soon to be erected 
in St. Louis, the results of the experiments now being 
earried on will find expression in a perfected system of 
heating, or cooling, suitable to the needs of animals from 
every clime. It has been found this winter in St. Louis 
that nearly all the furred animals can stand outdoor life 
and need no artificial heat. Several of the animals, es- 
pecially the monkeys, have suffered somewhat during the 
present winter, because it has been necessary to heat the 
place for the benefit of visitors. A monkey, even when 
native to the tropical forests of central Africa, must 
have plenty of fresh, cool air. 

Nature appears to adapt the coats of most animals to 
the particular needs of their temporary home, and it has 
been noticed here that extra cold produces an extra thick 
coat of hair. If the weather takes a sudden warm turn, 
the animal is observed to rapidly shed his superfluous 
coat. Lions, tigers, pumas, leopards, hyenas, jaguars and 
of course, polar bears, are able to live in the open air 
in St. Louis during the whole winter, provided they have 
space enough to move about. So says Hagenbeck. 

The snakes of all kinds need a,temperature of 75 de- 
grees. So do the giant tortoises. Every species of reptile 
has to be carefully considered in the matter of warmth; 
the reason being that they are very inactive and while 
digesting their food remain in a passive state. The large 
snakes are now being fed every three days. The big python 
swallowed two pigs and a turkey in one afternoon. After

Modern Department Store in Paris 


Historic Palais Royal to Become an American 
City With Theater and Hotel. 


CCORDING to a well-founded report, there is to be 
another addition to the American commercial in- 
vasion of Paris. Up to the present time there has 

Leen no large store there where goods of American man- 
ufacture could be bought. Theodore Stanton, one of the 
prominent business men in Paris, and M. Yves Guyot, form- 
er minister of public works, came to the United States a 
few months ago, with the intention of securing the aid of 
American capital in the establishment of a department 
store on an immense scale, for the sale of American mer- 
chandise of all kinds. Nor will this be all, as a theater, 
and even a hotel, will be included. Im fact, it will make 
a regular American city in itself, in the heart of Paris. 

The scheme contemplates purchasing the old historic 
Palais Royal, which was erected by Cardinal Richelieu in 
1636 and afterward used by Anne of Austria, Subsequently 
it was inhabited by the Orleans family till the revolution

There seems to be a decided tendency to make city rooms 
look too dark, and country houses, which get much light, 
are hung with the lightest possible colors, further accent. 
ing the appearance of lightness. A small room will always 
look larger if papered in a light color, particularly if the 
woodwork is painted in the same or a slightly lighter shade. 
A frieze of any kind will take away from the height of a 
room and a large-figured paper should never be used on a 
small space. 

With the ordinary light oak woodwork a soft shade of 
green will harmonize for dining room or study, but as 
soon as the woodwork is in a darker shade, dull blue, 
browns and even reds will be found acceptable. 

There are certain simple principles to be observed in fur- 
nishing in the matter of proportion and form, after which 
all rules must necessarily have many exceptions. One 
rule is not to have the objects in a room too uniform in 
size. Neither must each one differ from every other in 
size. Woodwork and wall paper should be selected with an 
eye to the furniture with which they are to be associated. 
Red wall paper in drawing rooms is most effective with 
white woodwork and white ceiling. In library or dining 
room the white paint looks too cheerless and cold, and a 
darker color should be used. Let it be remembered that 
the quantity of a color in proportion to other colors used 
with it has much to do with the general harmony, and also 
that any number of colors may be used together provided 
they are harmonized and balanced with a subtle sense. In 
decorating: the home the amount of daylight which each 
room receives is seldom overlooked, but the lighting for the 
evening hours is even more important, and wall papers, 
draperies and woodwork should be looked at by gaslight 
before selection. 

Of course, if we al] had our own way in the matter 
the garish chandelier suspended from the middle of the 
room and throwing its unbecoming glare on good and bad 
alike, would be banished. Instead of that, a row of lights

sign and imitating crystal are simple, effective, and will al- 
ways be in good taste. 

In buying furniture the person of limited means must 
restrain her impulse to buy the “latest design” or “fad” of 
any kind. The “new art” furniture, though beautiful in a 
room built and decorated to hold it, will always seem out 
of place in the ordinary home and will eventually go ~t 
of fashion. Furniture built on simple lines and made ot 
good material will look well anywhere as jong as it lasts. 

As regards the upholstering of furniture for sitting 
rooms, the materials should be chosen carefully and with 
an eye to desirability. A chair covering of the wrong col- 
or, no matter how exquisite the material, is enough to 
spoil the entire harmony of a room. The home decorator 
armed with a curved carpet needle, a piece of goods of the 
right color and enough gimp or cord to cover the edges 
ean soon hide this jarring note. 

Furniture in bedrooms should be of the simplest sort. 
Wood, painted white, which can be kept spotless with soar 
and water—white enamel or brass beds. Chintz covers and 
prim short chintz curtains. When one is lucky enough to 
possess a four-poster bedstead the room will very natural- 
ly take on a Colonial aspect. Old-fashioned striped wall 
paper may be used appropriately, and a print or two hung 
on the walls. 

And, here, while on the subject of printe—the lover of 
fine old engravings and colored prints is struck with horror 
at the sad conipany in which he often finds some rare old 
picture—modern photographs, bad oil paintings, kept be- 
cause they were the gift of a friend, and in their midst a 
precious Barbalozzi mezzotint, pathetically unfriended and 
out of place.
